Alexander Berg, 57-year-old 


millionaire fur dealer, is held for 
ransom by kidnapers who seized 


him at 6 o'clock last night as his 
limousine, driven by a Negro 
chauffeur, made its way through 
slow-moving traffic on Lindell 
boulevard at Euclid avenue, two 
blocks from Berg’s home in the 
Park Plaza Hotel. 


Four hours after one of the kid- 
napers had called Mrs. Berg on the 
telephone at 9 o'clock last night to 
tell her not to worry, that her hus- 
band was safe and that she would 
be notified later how to pay the

Note From Berg. . 

It was learned that Berg wrote: 
“I am O. K.”, that he was being 
treated nicely and expected to be 
home in a few days. 

It was apparent Mrs. Berg's ad- 
visers had not determined whether 
to take police into their confidence 
entirely and let the department 
have full charge of the case, or 
whether they would leave police 
out of negotiations. 

Chief Gerk said that so far Mrs. 
Berg and her friends appeared to 
be co-operating with his depart- 
ment, and that he hoped they 
would continue to do so. 

The kidnaping of Berg and his 
chauffeur, Albert Pike. who was 
later released: went unnoticed ag 
far as police have determined, by 
motorists tr. the heavy traffic 
stream that flows west in Lindell 
boulevard during the early evening 
hours. 

The first news of the abduction 
was taken byesPike to Mrs. Berg 
and to Benjamin Harris of 9 Kinzs- 
bury place, president of the 8B, 
Harris Wool Co., whom Berg had 

structed his chauffeur to inform 
cc, the abduction at orce, just be- 
fore the kidnaped man and the Ne- 
gro were separated. After Pike had 
told his story the police were noti- 
fied. 

Harris conferred briefly with Mra. 
Berg in the forenoon and then went 
to his office where he told re- 
porters that he had been “dis- 
charged.” He would not enlarge 
on the statement, which was inter- 
preted as meaning that he would 
not take an active part in negotia- 
tions to release Berg. 

Pike was taken to Police Head- 
quarters at noon for further ques- 
tioning.

Charge Is That He Tried to 
Prevent Persecution of 
Wealthy Man for Illegal 
Transactions.

MADRID, Nov. 7.—Emiliano Ig- 
lesias, leader of the radical Re- 
publican party, was expelled from 
the Chamber of Deputies this 
morning after he had been charged 
with attempted bribery. 

Allegations were made that Ig- 
ljesias, acting as agent of Juan 


March, one of the richest men in 


Spain, attempted to bribe a mem- 
ber of the Responsibility Commis- 
sion with 25,000. pesetas (about 
$2209) to prevent the prosecution 
of March on charges of illegal busi- 
ness transactions under the dicta- 
torship of Gen. Primo de Rivera. 
' Because of the great wealth and 
commercial prominence of March 
and the political standing of Igle- 
sias, the case created a sensation 
in Madrid. 

President Julian Besteiro an- 
nounced late last night that the 
Assembly would continue in per- 
manent secret session until 
reached an accord “concerning 
grave charges against two Depu- 
ties.” The secret session lasted 
seven hours and the vote to expel 
iglesias was 152 to 1. 

This was the first expulsion from 
the Assembly. Deputy Iglesias was 
held guilty of “moral incompati- 
bility,” but there was no 
tion whether criminal charges 
would be made later. 


A special investigating oa 


tee, which first had to determine 
the culpability of Iglesias as he was 
charged directly with offering the 
bribe, will present the case against 
March, a banker and also a mem- 
ber of the Chamber. 

The Deputies contended they had 
been victimized by the false accusa- 


trons of their poitiical enemies. Ig- |

what the press of his business, for it took him only a few min- 

utes to get the meat out of the daily newspaper. He was never 
vut of the world and knew exactly what was going on politically. 

In the last presidential campaign he followed the speeches of 
the candidates with great care and it may be noted that in politics 
he was never a neutral, He always knew what he was for and what 
te was against and, if asked, stated his position exactly and clearly, 
regardless of who might be offended. 


S I said, Edison kept abreast of the news of the day, no matter 


He would not go out of his way 
to offend anyene, but he would not 
fail to give his opinion just be- 
cause it might not agree with the 
opinion of someone else. His po- 
litical 4ducation dated back to the 
days when he was a telegraph 
operator and took millions of 
words of eongressional proceed- 
ings. Then he knew the members 
of Congress so well that he could 
und often had to reconstruct their 
speeches as they came over the 
wire. For instance: 

“Tl took the press job in Louis- 
ville. I was a very poor sender, 
and therefore made the taking of 
press reports a specialty. The 
rewspaper men allowed me to 
come over after going to press at 
S a. m. and get all the exchanges I 
wanted. ‘These I would take home 
and lay at the foot of my bed. I 
never slept more than four or five 
liours, so that | would awake at 9 
or 10 and read’those papers until 
c:inner time. 

“I thus kept posted and knew 
about every member of Congress, 
and what committees they were on; 
ond all about the topical doings, as 
well as the prices of breadstuffs 
in all the primary markets. I was 
in a much better position than 
most operators to call on my imag- 
ination to supply missing words or 
sentences, which were frequent in 
those days of old, rotten’ wires, 
badly inswdated, especially on 
stormy nights. Upon such occa- 
sions I had to supply in some cases 
cne-fifth of the whole matter by 
pure guessing.” , 

It was wholly characteristic that 
he could fill up these dispatches as 
they came ‘over the wire and with- 
out any hesitation at all. That 
was the way Mr. Edison had his 
information. He did not have to 
stop to recall anything which had 
ever happened in his life, or in 
fact anything which he had ever 
read. It was all at his fingertips. 

* . . 

N these last few years when I 
[ i:ave been collecting the older 

things that he used and assem- 
‘bling and erecting: his old build- 
ings, I often had to ask him the 
smallest details about his early 
arrangements. Instantly he would 
take a pencil and pad and draw 
for me exactly the position of 
everything in the old days. Ifa 
piece of machinery was missing, 
he would not only draw what it 
was like but he was able to tell 
me where he bought it and where 
I was likely to find another. 

He read everything, including 
most of the popular books’ and 
novels that came out. He might 
not go through with a whole book 
but in a few minutes he would dis- 
cover whether or not he wanted to 
read it. And what he read he 
knew and without effort 

i'rom this it might be imagined 
that Mr. Edison was some sort of 
working machine. On the contrary, 
he was very human and liked to 
he with people when he was not 
deeply engaged in some work. He 
did not like formality and would 
very seldom attend public dinners 
or anything of the kind. It was 
very hard to get him to go any- 
where; although at one time he 
liked the theater. He was an in- 
exhaustible mine of funny stories 
and he could occupy a whole aft- 
ernoon, starting in at China and 
giving examples of story-telling in 
every race and nation and dialect. 
That gift alone would have marked 
him as an extraordinary man. 

He did not see many people of 
the curiosity-seeking and  hero- 
worshiping type, because he 
thought it more important to goon 
with his work than to chat about 
nothing. “He usually saw people 
who really had something to say 
or some real business. 

A deal has been said about Mr. 
Iidison’s sleeping habits. He is 
thought to have been a man who 

‘never slept. It is true that he did 
not take a stated amount of sleep 
each night. He might sleep four 
hours or he might sleep nine hours, 
or again he might not sleep at all. 
He regulated the amount of his 
sleep by his need for it. 
. > . 


I found that when he was in- 
H ecssery interested in anything, it 

was not necessary for him to go 
to bed and take a normal amount 
of sleep. He would -go on working 
until his intelligence, as he put it, 
ceased properly to function. Then 
he lay down wherever he was and 
went off to sleep. 

He told me that he never 
dreamed. He could go instantly to 
sleep anywhere and at any time. 

As everyone knows, itis not the 
fAmount but the quality of sleep 
that counts, and Mr. Edison prob- 
ably got all the sleep he needed. 
lie never spoke to me of any re- 
action from loss of sleep and J 
doubt if he ever had any. 

On our camping trips he went 
to sleep whenever he felt like it— 
which was whenever he was not 
interested in what was going on. 
if visitors or the circumstances 
held nothing for him, he went to 
steep in his chair—since there was 
nothing else to do he felt that he 
Nusght as well be resting and stor- 
ine up energy. 


a“ 


He was a man of powerful frame 
and of great strength, but he had 
never taken any systematic exer- 
cise at all because he was not in 
need of it, being naturally a very 
active man who went into the fresh 
air a great deal fora man whose 
work was mostly inside. If he went 
to a dinner, he, either took with 
him the food that he then fancied 
or he ate before leaving his house. 

As a young man he ate whatever 
he had the money to buy, but with 
the years he found what best suit- 
ed him and to that he stuck. He 
both smoked and chewed tobacco 
buf he has never used alcohol. His 
use of tobacco, however, did not 
reconcile him to the cigarette, 
which he abominated. He was not 
alone in that attitude. 

His whole life was arranged on 
a program of economy of effort— 
he disliked doing anything which 
it was not necessary for him to do. 
His sleeping habits grew out of u 
desire to economize time. In his 
early laboratories he always had a 
clock—but it never had any works 
in it! his was simply to show 
that the place would not be a slave 
to time as measured by the clock. 
So his days were fixed by himself, 
not by the custom of the clock. 

He carried the same _ thought 
into his handwriting. In this eacn 
letter was separate and it was the 
resuit of experimenting to discover 
how he could write clearly and 
quickly. with the least effort. 


oF DEVELOPED this style,” he 
said, ‘“‘while taking press re- 
ports. My wire was connect- 
ed to the ‘blind’ side of a repeater 
at Cincinnati, so that if I missed 
a word or sentence, or if the wire 
worked badly, I could not break in 
and get the last words, because 
the Cincinnati man had no instru- 
ment by which he could hear me. 
I had to take what came. 


“When I got the job, the cable 
across the Ohio River at Covington, 
connecting with the line to Louis- 
ville, hax a variable leak in it, 
which caused the strength of the 
signaling current to make violent 
fluctuations. The clatter was bad, 
but I could read it with fair ease. 
When, in addition to this infernal 
leak, the wires north to Cleveland 
worked badly, it required a large 
amount of imagination to get the 
sense »f what was being sent. 


“An imagination re:,uires an ap- 
preciable time for its exercise, and 
as the stuff was coming at the 
rate of 35 to 40 words a minute, it 
was very difficult to write down 
what was coming and imagine 
what wasn’t coming. Hence it 
was necessary to become a very 
rapid writer and so I started to 
find the fastest style. 


“I found that the vertical style, 
with cach letter separate and with- 
out any flourishes, vas the most 
rapid, and that the smaller the let- 
ter the greater the rapidity. As 
I took on an average from eight to 
15 columns of news report every 
day, it did not take long to per- 
fect my methoc,” 

His handwriting at his death 
was just as firm and about as fast 
as it was more than 50 years ago 
when first he developed it. 


Edison’s habits were individual 
ond worked out to suit himself and 
no one else. But how about the 
men who worked with him and 
who could not conform to his hab- 
its? One of the tests of a man 
was whether or not he could fit in 
with Edison's habits of work, and 
it is remarkableghow many men, 
keeping the work always. in the 
foreground, have been able not 
only to stay with him, but so to ar- 
range their owu habits as_ to be 
able to work long hours whenever 
lIcng hours were required. For he 
never left his men alone to work 
through the night; he was always 
there working with them and do- 
ing more than any two of them. 
If a man needed sleep,-he took it 
just as Edison took it. I have ob- 
scrved that while a man is very 
much interested in a piece of work 
be needs little sleep. When the in- 
terest lags, then sleep comes.

The matter is the subject of 


much discussion, as a result of the 
life sentence imposed on Hubert 
Niccolls, 12-year-old Asotin, Wasnh., 
boy, following his conviction by 4 
jury in the fatal shooting of Sher- 
iff John Wormell. The jury “dis- 
carded the insanity, abnormality 
and mental irresponsibility pleas of 
defense counsel” and decided the 
boy was as responsible as if he were 


mature. 

So Hubert, from present indica- 
tions, will spend the rest of his 
life in the penitentiary, given up 
as a hopeless member of society, 
incapable of reform, while the jus- 
tice of his punishment is widely 
discussed. 

Both sides of the controversy 
have been upheld, although the 
preponderating opinion seems to 
be that the sentence is too harsh, 
that Hubert, because of his age 


and his early surroundings, is not 


necessarily incorrigible. One sup- 


porter of the sentence, however, a 
man prominent in public life, be- 
lieves the sentence was too mild. 
He is Kenneth Mackintosh, Seat- 
tle, member of the Wickersham 
Commission and former Justice of 
the State Supreme Court. In 
Mackintosh’s opinion, “The boy 
undoubtedly always will be a crim- 
inal, a continued menace to so- 
ciety, and it is reasonable to ex- 
pect that at some future time he 
will again be at liberty. Life under

not have been sentenced to death 
for a murder there. 

Father Flanagan is so certain 
that the boy is not hopeless that 
he asked to be allowed to take Hu- 
pert in charge to reform him, alleg- 
ing he felt the boy had never had a 
chance. 

St. Louis has a strong advocate 
of corrective, rather than punitive, 
methods in dealing with child crim- 
inals, in Circuit Judge John W. Cal- 
houn, who has charge of the Juve- 
nile Court. Judge Calhoun be- 
lieves that the sentence for the 
Rockford youth is not necessarily 
unjustified, as many of our pres- 
ent-day criminals are from 17 to 21, 
but that a child of 12 cannot real- 
ize the consequences of his actions. 
No juvenile criminal that young is 
hopeless, in Judge Calhoun’s view, 
unless feeble-minded, and at that 
age a penitentiary is not the proper 
institution for him:

UBERT was then arraigned on 
H a charge of first degree mur- 
der, and brought to trial Oct. 
°6 before a jury, and was repre- 
sented by three lawyers. His plea 
was “not guilty.” The boy ap- 
peared for the trial dressed in a 
new suit that replaced the ragged 
apparel he wore when arrested, 
and watched the proceedings smil- 
ing and alert. When the end of 
the trial neared, however, he lost 
interest, and slept while the Judge 
gave instructions and the attorneys 
gave their arguments. 

During the course of the trial it 
was brought out that Hubert had 
served 15 months in the Idaho In- 
dustrial School for -tealing pack- 
ages* from a postoffice; that his 
father is confined in an Idaho 
asylum; that his mother was pov- 
erty stricken, without food and 
clothing to care for her seven. chil- 
dren, and that he was ragged and 
underfed when arrested. He testi- 
fied on the stand that he liked to 
Play the harmonica and _ cornet, 
and liked to read about Boy Scouts, 
and was in the gixth grade at 
school. : 

After the verdict was returned, 
he said he was glad they didn’t 
send him to an insane asylum, “for 
even smart men go nuts in a mad- 
house.”

AWARD ON COLUMBUS STATUE 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7. — Back 
from South America, Frank Lloyd 
Wright, Chicago architect and one 
of three judges in an international 
contest to select a design for a 
monument to Christopher Colum- 
bus, to be erected in Santo Domin- 
go, announced yesterday that J.
